Tmpaction of the 
stomach, or inflammation of any part of 
thie alimentary tract, is not necessary to 
roduce the malady, although such con 
itions may favor it. 4. The affection 
most resembling mad itch is hydrophobia, 
or rabies, due to bites of mad dogs. But 
the fact that cattle only seem to suffer 
from mad itch does not favcr the idea 
that it is identical with hydrophobia. 
Again, the duration of the disease is, it 
feems to me, too short to admit of this 
of Ngee) with our present knowledge.

Picking and Packing Grapes, 

In a recent issue of Vick’s Magazine, a 
grape grower describes the careful man- 
ner in which at ee picked and packed 
at an establishment in Chautauqua 
county, N.Y. The work is done by care 
ful girls. The pickers are not allowed to 
touch the bunches with the hands, but to 
handlo them by the stem. In packing, 
the cluster is lifted with the thumb and 
finger of one hand, and with the ge 
pointed grape scissors in the other, all 
n, imperfect and bruised berries are 
leftly an “a remors4 The bloom 
of the grapes is thus perfectly preserved. 
Of 10,000 baskets sold last season, the 
average weight was 8 7-10 Ibs. ‘ed basket. 
The packers soon learn to place in the 
clusters so as to fill the baskets even and 
level. The Concord is never fit for ship- 


ping long, Seen without being care- 
ly picked and then wilted before pack- 
ing. 


One Way to Make Vinegar. 

Ono pound of honey and one gallon of 
water will make the best of gay, 8 
a Canadian honey producer. t is, 
twenty-nine pounds of honey will make 
(water being added to it nay. to fill a 
regular thirty-two gallon barrel) one bar- 
rel of the best vinegar. The vessel I 
used to make it in are common alcohol 
barrels, which | find at drug stores. 
saw out one of the barrel heads and paint 
the outside to grevent the iron hoops 
from being destroyed by the vinegar. 

The barrels and vin aro kept in my 
house cellar, so covered with buriap a> to 
keep the dust out and let the air in. 

One year converts this water and honey 
into the choicest vinegar. More age will 
make it sharper or more acid, but at one 
ace old it 1s fine enough for any use. 
Sweetened water from washing honey 
cappings is the most common waste of the 
aplary, and to utilize it is presumed to bo 
the desirable matter in connection with 
honoy vinegar. Still with the low price 
of honey, bee keepers may find a reason 
able outlet for some of their poor honey, 
such as is unfit to sell as an article of 
delicate luxury for table use. 

Water the Cows. 

The water supply for the eows must 
not be forgotten. A milch cow mnst have 
plenty of water. She cannot wait until 
she is driven up at night. The water is 
a necessury constitueht of the milk, and 
she must have it during the time the milk 
is being manufactured. If deprived of 
water during the warm days her supply 
of milk will fall off.

The Cure of vVoung Trees 24 Vince 
With the prospect of protracted drought 
this summer all who have newly planted 
trees, vines aud slips will do well to 
ruvide the seme with a muich of some 
ind, unless it is intended to frecuently 
stir the soil cround thew. Any weterial 
placed upon the syil around the (veos and 
vines that will prevent Che earth from 
becoming Leated and retard evaporation 
of moisture ticvefrom may be used for 
mulching, such as sivaw, refuse trom the 
woodpile, hay, cut cornsteliks, stones, ete. 
Clay soils, being tiore retentive of mois- 
ture and poxsessed of greater power of 
absorption, ace less benelited by the 
mulch than are tho.e of a sandy character, 
but it will be a wise plan to guard ail the 
trees cand plants set out duriug tle spring 
with a muich of some kind, 
Young troes, especially those with tall 
trunks, “re lichlo io injury from the hot 
rays of the sua. The eld devier ot pro- 
tectiny the truviis by mou. ef two boirés 
neiled icpeth..

Moaring in Horses. 
It has been announced that Dr. Mem- 
ing, an English veterinary surgeon of 
note, has made successful experiments in 
the tag a treatment of horses for that 
grave defect in respiration “known as 
“roaring.” The treatment alluded to 
consists of an operation on the larynx for 
the removal of the obstruction. Under 
his direction Mr, Raymond has recent] 
operated upon two army horses whic 
were to have been cast for ‘troaring,” and 
in one case complete, and in the other 
zimost complete, success seemed to have 
been ettained. A great advifitage of 
Fleming’s method ts that the caimal suf- 
fers no pain, being chlor t; ‘nor 
Cows it experierwe any ina e subse- 
cvent inconvenience in cating, drinking 
or breathing The horses operated upon 
were watered mud fed i: (lic usual way as 
gvon a3 they recovered irom the narcotic;

Oats a Nemunerative Crop. 


In a paper read before the late conven- 
tion of New York state millers, 8, T. IX. 
Prime said: No crop has proved more re- 
munerative with farmer and more certain 
in yield in bushels for the last four years 
than the oat crop. The averago in cats 
this season in Ilincis is larger than that 
of corn, One reason of the immense 
ee oe oats this season is this: The 
ty of money and tho need of feed 
in August in all those districts where the 
corn crop proved a failure last season. 
There are no excessive stocks of old oats 
pe tp hey ten in elevators or in the hands 
of the fermers. The only trouble today 
with the oat crop (and that is s borrowed 
trouble) is that they are very likely to 
harvest; but if they only lodgo 
in half bushel we shall beve little to 
complain of. 
n binder nas worked a perfect 
revolution in the oat crop. Forty acres 
of oats can ba handled now with as much 
ease, and in fact more so, then ten acres 
were eight or ten years ago. Both ends 
of the oat erop now ere of value, and the 
straw is picked up with great avidity by 
the cardboard mills of the county, 


Care of Young Tarkeys. 

Turkeys need special care during the 
first two months. They must be kept 
from the wet and ont of the dew at night. 
They are the most profitable fowl to raise, 
as they command a ready market at all 
isons of the year, and after they are 
safe over the perils of the first eight 
weeks they take care of themselves, only 
expecting rations night and morning. 
Sour curd and baked food are the best 
reparations for them when little, and 
,ard boiled eggs chopped up fine, with 
plenty of gravel or pounded crockery for 
a food digester, will keep them in vigor, 
and they grow so0,fast that they are soon 
ont of the way of needing very much at- 
tention. The greatest danger is from 
foxes and skunks, but if thelr roosts are 
put up out of reach of such attacks they 
are pretty safe. A few small bells hung 
around the necks of the old turkeys an- 
swer the double purpose of keeping foxes 
off in the daytime and giving warning 
where the flocks are if they wander far 
off, as is quite their natural style.

Muy I count 
on your assistance in this work by seek- 
ing the of tiie farmers and 
others interested in advertizing tho dis- 
trict. Mr Hamilton says to obtain the 
full benefit of this mode of advertising, ar- 
rangements should be made to have the 
collection delivered at Winnipeg by the 
first of September, but all exhibits sent in 
during the month of September wili be 
made good use of. It is intended to so 
mark the collections made as to give 
‘each section the full benetit of its own 
work, Exhibits will be shipped free by 
passenger trains. 

The offer is a generous one, and Al- 
berta is to be congratulated upon this 
splendid chance to advertise its crops, 
the importance of which the Hera. has 
repeatedly pointed out. Now that the 
railway company has come so nobly to the 
front, it becomes the people to give their 
hearty co-operation and provide them a 
series of exhibits which will do justice to 
the country. The question now arises, 
“How-can the pest exhibit be got to 
gether?’ It will be evident at once that 
the Agricultural Society would be the 
best agency to employ in this work. A 
difficulty, however, arises: The officials 
of the society are willing to assume the 
responsibility and trouble of this work, 
but they have not the necessary tands at 
their disposal. Itis to be hoped, how- 
aver, that this will not be allowed to stand 
in the way of collecting the best exhibit 
tnet this district can produce. If ever 
there was a case in which the expendi- 
ture of public money was justified, it is 
assuredly here.

THE WORLD'S CROPS. 


The papers of the continént are just 
now interesting themselves in making 
estimates of this season’s crop, and it is 
remarked that taken all through, very 
favorable forecasts are given. The mat- 
ter is one of importance to us here in 
Alberta as this year we really make 
our debut as producers of grain to any 
extent. The Montreal Journal of Com- 
merce, which is an authority on such 
subjects, sums up tke outlook in this 
way:--At the best, no very sloso calcu- 
lation can be made of the world’s crops, 
as while Canada and the United States 
are harvesting and “gathering into 
barns.” other parts of the globe are til- 
ling and seeding. ‘The Canadian crop 
of grain has again been heavy in the 
Northwest, while it is poor to fair in On- 
tario. In the Maritime Provinces and 
the Province of Quebec the yield is ex 
pected to be an average one. The area 
under wheat in Manitoba is 20 per cent 
larger than last year, Little or no 
damage is reported, and although the 
harvest is a week or ten days later than 
last year, there sceuss covery probability 
that it will be safely gathered, as the 
frosts ave doing less damage every year, 
owing to the settlement of the country, 
Last accounts state that the probable 

lvield of wheat will be from 20 to 40 
bushels per acre, barley 35 to 50, and 
oats 65, ‘Che total yield in the Prairie 
Province is placed at twenty to twenty 
two milhons. Itis welcome news that 

| supplementary crop reports from Ontario 
are more cheerful in tone, the drought 
having been broken by heavy rains, 
which have greatly benefited roots and 
fruits, The statement is made that the 
crops, with the exception of spring and 
fall wheats and hay, will be above the 
average in yield and quality, In the 
western parts of the sister province the 
wheat and barley harvest has been com-

A SENSIBLE VIEW. 


The Monetary Review takes a sensible 
view of the beer permit question. It 
says :~—"‘After a trial of some yeats the 
attempt to keep beer out of the North- 
west is given up. Light beer, of the 
atrength of four pur cent alcohol, is now 
to be allowed admitiance. Permits 
to receive liquor have always been in 
vogue ; but the smuggler has been the 
chief agent of supply. Liquor has, through 
this agency, beer run into the Northwest 
in quantities equal to any existing de- 
mand, The smuggled whiskey is for the 
most part of the worst quality. Drinking 
habits have various degrees of danger, 
according to the nature of the diink 
used, There are those who believe that 
if light beer can be made to take the 
place of whiskey, a great gain will be 
made; and this accounts for the present 
experiment. A form of abstinence has 
hithorto been imposed’ on the people of 
the Northwest ; they have not pronoune- 
ed upon the question themsslves, t 
the time must soon come when they 
be entitled to do so. Ifthey decide for 
prohibition, they can have it, but it ean- 
not be forced upen them from ontside,

Mr, Arthur Ferland has just retnrned 
from a trip into the mountain section of 
the C.P.R. He reports a good deal of ac- 
tivity in silver mining at various points, 
though mort of the leuds are only in their 
infancy of devclopment yet. On the Por- 
cupine creek, which isa tributary of the 
Beaver some 15 or 20 miles west of Donald, 
some fair gold placer diggings have been 
found which are yrelding $5 per day per 
man. The climate, Mr. Ferland, says, 
cannot be very bad as where the land has 
been broken by railway constraction or re- 
moving timber, raspberries of the finest 
kind have sprung up in great profusion, 
Mr, Ferland says tne Chinaman is slowly, 
but surely working eastward.

A Smelter for Kamloops, 

Geo. Ely, of Norwood, Conn., who was 
a guest at the Grand Pacific last week for 
a few days while en route to the Pacific 
Coast, has a very favorable opinion of this 
town and the surrounding district as a 
valuable mining district, Ho visited Nicola 
and other parts of the country for the pur- 
‘pose of inspecting the mines and ore 
therefrom. As a result of hia visit to 
Kamloops, he has decided, in conjunction 
with Manager Henderson of the Star 
mine, to form # company with $50,000 
paid up capital and construct a thirty ton 
smelter in Kamloops or some other point 
in the surrounding district. 

A Sentinel representative met ). anager 
Henderson on Tuesday last, and in answer 
tothe enquiries whether the matter was 
fully decided upon, the gentleman stated: 

“Yes, there is no doubt about it. The 
attention of General Ely was directed to 
the matter by the article which appeared 
in the Sentinel of the 28th inst.. pointing 
out the advantages of such an industry in 
this district. The company will be formed 
and the smelter built as soon. as possible, 
The point of location has not been defi- 
nitely decided, but Kamloops is preferred 
on certain conditions, The company will 
have a cash capital of $50,000, and it is 
proposed to put ina thirty-‘ton smelting 
plant, with the object of increasing the 
capacity as fast as the development of 
the country permits."’ 

Mr. Henderson further stated that Kam- 
loops would have the first choice of locat- 
ion, and the smelter would be placed here 
on condition that a bonus of $5,000 was 
granted by the town. 

He will leave here about the Ist of Sept. 
tor Norwich, when a meeting of the gentle- 
men interested will be held and the com- 
pany formed, after which the work of erec- 
ting the smelter will be vigorously prose- 
cuted. 

In case the prepoviticn for the bonus is 
not entertained by the people of Kamloops, 
another location will be selected, either 
Golden or Revelstoke.

The English view to 
which Austrians take exception is that 
possession of Constantinople would di- 
vert Nussia from Central Asia and turn 
her on Europe; that the presence of the 
Russian fleet in the Mediterranean would 
be rather welcome than otherwise, since 
it would give England a chance of in- 
flicting a blow which Russia would feel 
in case of war; and that as far as the 
Aryan peninsula is concerned that is 
Austria’s affair, As against these views 
Austrians repeat the dictum of Napoleon 
“Russia at Constantinople ? Never, it 
would mean empire of the world,” And 
the similar saying of Thiers that if Rus 
sia ever got ohe foot in Constantinople, 
and the other in Copenhagen, European 
civilization and European liberty might 
emigrate to America, That would mean 
Russian omnipotence on the Danube and 
on the northern coast of Asia Minor. It 
would be simply impossible to get at 


her, and she would overrun the whole of 
Asia Minor, ‘This point of vantage would 
also make Russia real arbiter of the Bal 
kan States, and Austria would find her 
positions south of the Danube untenable
